NEPENTHES MADAGASCARIENSIS.

A most interesting and elegant species recently introduced by us from Madagascar through our 
collector Mr. Curtis. Occurring thus at the extreme western limit of the Nepenthes range, it is found 
to possess characters in its leaves and pitchers which clearly distinguish it from the other species and 
hybrids in cultivation, and render it an important acquisition in this remarkable class of plants. 

The moderate growth of the young plants seem to indicate that the species is of rather dwarf habit. 
The leaves are smaller than those of most of the large-pitchered kinds, being but from 5 to 7 inches 
long by- 1 in breadth, tapering at the base into a short, broad amplexicaul stalk, and narrowing 
gradually into an acute lance-shaped point. 

The pitchers, which are from 6 to 8 inches long, are extremely ornamental and striking on account of 
the richness of their coloration, being the deepest coloured known, and rivalling in this respect the 
magnificent V. sanguinea. They are furnished with two handsome fringed wings in front, and an 
oblong lid suspended (in the young pitchers) horizontally over the mouth.

NEPENTHES MORGANIZ.

A beautiful hybrid obtained by Mr. James Taplin, formerly Gardener to His Grace the Duke of 
Devonshire, at Chatsworth. The plant was raised in America and dedicated by the raiser to Mrs. 
Morgan of New York, one of the most poets patronesses of Horticulture in the New World, from 
whom we received it. 

It is of dwarf neat habit, furnished with smooth pale green leaves with red midribs. The pitchers are 
flask-shaped, with two rather narrow ciliolate wings, when fully grown are from 6 to 8 inches in length.

‘This wonderful plant is certainly one of the most striking vegetable productions hitherto discovered, 
and in this respect is worthy of taking place side by side with the Raflesia Arnoldii; it hence bears: 
the title of Rajah Brooke, of whose services in its native place it mt be commemorative among 
botanists.” 

‘‘The leaves are from 12 to 24 inches long, very coriaceous and glabrous with indistinct nerves. 
The broad ampullaceous pitcher is 6 inches'in diameter and 12 long; it has two fimbriated wings in 
_ front, is covered with long rusty hairs above and studded with glands within. The margin is scolloped 
into bold undulations, and the lid is sub-orbicular 10 inches long and 8 broad.” 

Nepenthes Rajah is a native of Mount Kaina Balu, in Borneo, at a considerable altitude where was 
collected by Mr. P. C. Veitch and Mr. Burbidge, the seed from which the plants we now offer were 
raised. : 

A full page illustration of the mature dried pitcher brought from Borneo, together with a young . 
pitcher of the plant exhibited by us at the Royal Horticultural Society’s meeting on October 11th, 
1881, accompanied by a description from the pen of Dr. Masters, is given in the Gardeners’ Chronicle 
for October 15th.

£© Of these, Jasminum gracillimum is one of the most distinct in its graceful habit, and in the 
abundance of its large sweet-scented flowers, which are also more copiously produced, in which respect 
I know of none to compare with it. It appears to be a small species, with long, very slender branches 
springing from low down on the stem, and curving over on all sides, weighed down by terminal 
globose panicles as large as the fist.” : 

We may add—That as .a decorative plant for the Stove and warm Conservatory, Jasiinwin 
gracillimum is the best of its class. It is exceedingly floriferous ; a flowering shoot is produced from 
every joint, which terminates in a dense cluster of pure white fragrant flowers. The plant is 
continuously in bloom from October to January, and its graceful habit renders it one of the most 
beautiful of flowering plants for table decoration at that season.

A remarkable family of plants inhabiting the bogs of eastern North America, from Canada to 
Georgia, where they are known by the strange name of ««gjde-saddle Flowers.”

In the variety now under notice, 
which is one of the handsomest of all known Ferns, the fronds differ in having their apex and 
the apices of the pinne multifidly cut into numerous narrow-pointed spreading finger-like lobes.” 

“The plant has fronds 8 feet high, including the stipes, which are a foot long, numerously 
developed from a short decumbent caudex. The pinna are upwards of 4 inches long in the 
broadest part, and terminate in a densely fingered tuft of about fifty long narrow acute divisions, 
the apex of the frond dividing into two or more branches consisting of about seventy of these 
small finger-like segments.”’
